TAX TREATY NEGOTIATIONS 
WITH NEW ZEALAND

RECOVERY OF PROPERTY 
REMOVED BY ENEMY FORCES 


The Department of State announced 
that American owners of _ identifiable 
property which was removed, or is pre- 
sumed to have, been removed, from an 
Allied country by enemy forces. during the 
war should not submit requests for the re- 
covery of the looted property directly to 
the authorities in control of the ex-enemy 
country in which it is thought the loot may 
be found. Such requests should be submit- 
ted to the Government of the Allied country 
in which the property was located at the 
cutbreak of the war. If the appropriate 
agency of the Allied Government is not 
known, the request may be directed, for for- 
warding, to the Embassy, Legation or Con- 
sulate of the United States in the Allied 
country. It is the responsibility of the gov- 
ernment of the country in which the prop-

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has been heightened by the International Trade Conference which has been con- 
vened at Geneva in an effort to resolve the perplexing questions of trade balances, 
tariff barriers, quota restriction and reciprocal trade concessions. 


{ Whatever be the outcome of that his- 


toric conference, and let us hope that many 
concrete steps toward global harmony will 
result from its endeavors, import duties 
will nevertheless continue to be imposed 
and collected. Though our history shows a 
swing of the pendulum from the so-called 
tariff for revenue only to the highly pro- 
tective rates imposed in the Hawley-Smoot 
Act of 1930 and back again to the lower 
duties provided for in the various Trade 
Agreements negotiated in the past 12 
years, it equally demonstrates an unswerv- 
ing disposition at least to derive a con- 
siderable portion of our national income 
from this source. 

For upwards of a century, Federal ex- 
penditures were largely paid for from 
funds derived from customs duties. In more 
recent years, customs receipts have been 

onsiderably dwarfed by the tremendous 
Yevenue: from income, inheritance and ex- 

cise taxes. Nevertheless, such sums as the 
$354,000,000 realized from customs. in 
1945 and the $435,000,000 received in 1946 
are substantial items in the Federal 
budget. 

In the course of the years, a vast and 
highly specialized administrative and ju-

Customs Litigation

N recent months the subject of American trade policies and economic relation- 
of the world has occupied a prominent position in news- 
radio commentaries and the like. 


Interest in the matter 


In general, the function of these two de- 
partments and of the courts is to safe- 
guard the revenue of the United States 
and at the same time, to protect the in- 
terests of importers of merchandise. 

The office of the Customs Division of the 
Department of Justice was created to rep- 
resent the Government in actions brought 
by importers to recover duties claimed to 
have been illegally exacted upon importa- 
tions of merchandise. In general, litiga- 
tion arises from two main questions. The 
first of these deals with the subject of 
valuation of merchandise; the latter con- 
cerns itself with classification of imported 
goods within the provisions of the Tariff 
Act of 1930 and the subsequent modifying 
Trade Agreements. 

When an article of merchandise is im- 
ported and entry has been made, it is 
examined and appraised by officials of the 
Treasury Department appointed for that 
specific purpose. 

The necessity for determining the value 
of an importation of merchandise arises 
out of the fact that the majority of duties 
provided for in the Tariff Act are ad va- 
lorem duties. The tariff Act sets out the 
formulae for determining the value of 
such an article, which, in many cases, 
bears no particular relationship to the 
price actually paid by the importer. It is 
provided that merchandise shall be ap- 
praised in accordance with foreign or ex- 
port value, whichever is higher. If neither 
of these values can be ascertained, the

Appraiser must determine the United 
States value of such or similar merchan- 
dise, or if this is not obtainable, then the 
cost of producing the imported article. 

The importer need not wait for the Ap- 
praiser to fix the value before obtaining 
his merchandise. He may immediately up- 
on the filing of a formal entry, deposit 
estimated duties, receive the article he has 
imported and dispose of it in the ordinary 
course of trade. 

The value found by the Appraiser is 
deemed to be the value of the importation 
for all purposes, unless an appeal is taken 
to the United States Customs Court with- 
in the 30 days prescribed by statute. The 
importer may question the Appraiser’s ac- 
tion in a proceeding known as an appeal 
for reappraisement. 

When an appeal is taken by the im- 
porter,“it becomes the duty of the Office 
of the Assistant Attorney General to pro- 
duce evidence of the proper dutiable value, 
and if satisfied that the Appraiser’s value 
is correct, to resist the importer’s claim 
that such action on the part of the Ap- 
praiser was erroneous. A trial is then 
had before a single Judge of the United 
States Customs Court. The burden is upon 
the importer to prove not only the error 
in the Appraiser’s action, but the value 
which he claims to be the proper one. The 
Collector of Customs may also appeal 


within 60 days if he believes the value | 


found by the Appraiser to be incorrect. 

In the trial of a reappraisement appeal, 
the Government attorney is required to 
consult with the Appraiser and his staff, 
Customs and Treasury Agents stationed in 
all parts of the world, and at times, manu- 
facturers and importers of similar mer- 
chandise. He must ascertain prevailing 
market conditions in the country of expor- 
tation, and oftentimes as well, in the 
United States. In addition, he may even 
be required to familiarize himself with the 
methods of manufacture of the imported 
articles, and the cost and expenses at- 
tendant thereon. It is only after he has 
assimilated and digested a wealth of ma- 
terial that he is prepared to cope with the 
many legal phases of a reappraisement 
proceeding. 

Frequently, the trial is an extended one, 
with many witnesses testifying in behalf 
of each litigant, and the receipt in evi- 
dence of voluminous Treasury Agent’s re- 
ports, affidavits, price lists and catalogues, 
and depositions of various persons whose 
attendance cannot be reasonably had. 
After the single Judge has found a value, 
which may, or may not accord with the 
findings of the Appraiser, either party 
may file an application for review to the 
Appellate Division, consisting of three

EMPHIS is in the heart of the world’s 

richest cotton producing area—the 
fabulous Mississippi River Delta. Because 
of its geographic location, its warehous- 
ing facilities and the preponderance of 
buyers, Memphis is the world’s largest 
spot cotton market, exporting annually 
any millions of dollars’ worth. 


Memphis has also been for many years 
the world’s leading hardwood lumber cen- 
ter, in normal times shipping this product 
to all parts of the world. 


Memphis today has a sizable business 
in pharmaceuticals, cosmetics, proprietary 
medicine, insecticides, disinfectants and 
commercial chemicals. Export of these 
products will average around $1,500,000 
per year and trade is increasing. 


Memphis manufacturers now export 
wheat flour, deep well and domestic 
pumps, cotton gin machinrey, hardwood 
flooring, wooden and tubular steel furni- 
ture, and many other commodities. A 
most recent survey of exportable com- 
modities produced in Memphis has yielded 
248 categories. 


It is the popular belief of authorities 
in Memphis that the results of the last 
war have indicated the advisability of not 
locating too many of our strategic indus- 
tries on the seaboard, with the result that 
it appears inevitable that many of these 
industries will now be established in in- 
land areas.

Besides being a regulator of the 
freight rates of other modes of transpor- 
tation, it has made of Memphis one of the 
great inland ports of the world, and as 
such rivals some of our deep water ports. 

During the past three years the Mem- 
phis Chamber of Commerce, in conjunc- 
tion with the Memphis _ International 
Center, has made an intensive effort to 
promote this city’s foreign trade, and the 
results are being reflected in the increas- 
ing number of visitors calling on the 
Memphis District Office for information, 
advice, publications and other services. 

Business men and women in substantial 
numbers have been availing themselves of 
the numerous facilities offered by this 
office since its establishment in 1926. 

The current fiscal year shows the vol- 
ume of all types of services to have been

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


Watches—On May 8, 1947, the Federal 
Trade Commission approved a stipulation in 
which a firm agrees to stop using the word 
“America” as part of the phrase “The Gem 
of America’s Wrist Watches” without clearly 
disclosing with equal conspicuousness that 
the watches or movements are of Swiss 
origin. 

Sugar Containing Products—On May 14, 
1947, the Sugar Rationing Administration of 


the U. S. Department of Agriculture an- 
nounced that effective May 7, 1947, sugar 
containing products imported under War 


Food Order 63 may be used in the manufac- 


ture or service of other products without 
the surrender of ration evidence for the 
sugar content of the products imported. 
Linseed Oil and Flaxseed—On May 6, 
1947, the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
issued a statement of policy regarding the 
issuance of import authorizations under 


War Food Order 63 for flaxseed and linseed 


crushers for total quantities not in excess 
of the total 1947 allocations to the United 
States by the International Emergency 
Food Council. 


Copra and Coconut Oil—The statement of 
policy which was announced on February 
14, 1947, regarding the issuance of import 
authorizations under War Food Order 63 for 
copra and coconut oil from the Philippine 
islands will be continued unless and until 


modified the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture disclosed on May 6, 1947. On May 5, 
1947, the International Emergency Food 
Council announced an interim allocation 
recommendation covering 1947 supplies of 
Philippine copra. Any recipient country 


with a tentative allocation of less than 
12,000 metric tons (oil content) may lift its 
entire allocation for the year by the end of 
May 1947. Recipient countries with alloca- 
tions of over 12,000 metric tons may lift 
55 percent of the allocation by the end of 


f oil. This policy becomes effective the same the same month. The tentative annual allo- 
day, and provides that import authoriza- cation for the United States is 199,000 met- 
ric (oil equivalent).

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Ladies’ Garments—On May 7, 1947, the 
lederal Trade Commission approved a stip- 
ulation in which a firm agrees to disclose 
the rayon content of the ladies’ garments it 
sells, and to stop using the term “linen,” 
or any other term of similar import, to de- 
scribe any fabric or garment the fiber con- 
tent of which is not linen exclusively, or 
which contains any fiber other than linen. 

Wearing Apparel—The Federal Trade 
Commission issued an order on May 1, 1947, 
prohibiting a firm from using the terms 
“Yorkshire Quad,” “Shetlane,” “Scotch- 
shire,” “Ryder Vest Scot” or any other term 
obviously denoting British or Scotch origin 
to designate or describe products which are 
not actually made in the British Isles. Cer- 
tain other terms connoting or suggesting 
British or Scotch origin to designate or 
describe products not made in the British 
Isles are permitted only if in connection 
with such terms there appear other words 
clearly and conspicuously disclosing their 
country of origin. The order also imposes 
restrictions on the use of pictures, designs 
or symbols connoting or suggesting British 
or Scotch origin in connection with prod- 
ucts not made in the British Isles. Such 
devices may be used only if they are accom- 
panied by words clearly disclosing the coun- 
try of origin of the products. 

Manila Fiber—Direction 2 under Conser- 
vation Order M-84 was issued by the Civil- 


ian Production Administration on May 2, 
1947, to suspend until further notice the 
processing quotas and inventory restric- 


tions covering use of Manila (abaca) fiber 
for the manufacture of ropes. 
Mahogany—On May 6, 1947, the Federal 
Trade Commission issued a statement that 
it is its fixed and definite policy to proceed 
vigorously against all persons selling Phil- 
ippine hardwoods as mahogany without 
using the qualifying word “Philippine.” 
Babassu Kernels and Oil—The U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture announced on May 
22, 1947, the policy under which it will issue 
import authorizations under War Food 
Order 63 for babassu kernels and oil from 
Brazil. Pursuant to this policy, an initial 
authorization for 250 tons of kernels or oil 
for domestic consumption will be granted 
within the limit of International Emer- 
gency Food Council allocations to any per- 
son making application to the Production 
and Marketing Administration. Second and 
subsequent authorizations not in excess of 
250 tons each will be granted any person 
upon application and presentation of satis- 
factory evidence to the Department that 
the quantity covered by the preceding au- 
thorization has been purchased for impor- 
tation in accordance with the authorization.

Knitting Yarns—In an order issued May 
14, 1947, the Federal Trade Commission re- 
quires that a New York firm discontinue 
using the word “Shetland” or any simula- 
tion of it to designate any product not 
composed entirely of wool of Shetland sheep 
raised on the Shetland Islands or the con- 
tiguous mainland of Scotland, or the word 
“Cashmere” in connection with any product 
not composed entirely of the hair of the 
Cashmere goat. On the same principle, the 
firm is forbidden to use the words “Saxony” 
or “Astrachan” as descriptive of goods not 
imported from Saxony or Astrachan, The 
order provides, however, that if a product 
is composed in part of any of these im- 
ported fibers, appropriate words may be 
used describing all the constituent fibers 
with equal prominence. 

Coal-Tar Products—On May 20, 1947, the 
U. S. Tariff Commission issued a report on 
the importation of coal-tar products into 
the United States in 1946. This report gives 
detailed statistics on coal-tar intermediates 
imported under Paragraph 27 of the Tariff 
Act, and on dyes, medicines and pharma- 
ceuticals, flavor and perfume materials, and 
other finished products imported under 
Paragraph 28. The statistics given in the 
report were obtained by analyzing invoices 
covering imports through all United States 
Customs districts. 

Ginseng—The U. S. Commercial Company 
has received inquiries concerning American 
buying interest in Korean ginseng. It is 
estimated that about 6500 pounds of sweet- 
ened (candied) white ginseng 1946 crop 
neatly packed for consumer trade in wooden 
boxes of 14% pounds will be available. There 
will also be available approximately 1500 
pounds per month of red ginseng. If de- 
mand and prices in the United States are in 
line with those in Far Eastern consuming 
centers, this material will be imported. 
Persons interested in purchasing Korean 
ginseng should advise the U. S. Commercial 
Company, Washington 25, D. C., as to the 
quantity desired, specifications, packing re- 
quirements, prices they may be willing to 
pay and other relevant details. 

Japanese Products—The U. S. Commercial 
Co. is offering the following lots of Japa- 
nese products on the basis of sealed bids 
which must be received at the office of the 
company, 1625 K Street, N.W., Washington 
25, D. C., before noon of the day indicated:

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


“The United States Foreign Trade Board” 
—-Senator Brewster of Maine introduced a 
bill, S.1287, on May 14, 1947, to confer addi- 
tional powers on the U. S. Tariff Commis- 
sion and to change its name to “The United 
States Foreign Trade Board.” Among the 
declared purposes of the bill are: the for- 
mulation of policies with respect to the for- 
eign commercial activities of the United 
States which will conform to and supple- 
ment national domestic policies; the attain- 
ment of a better balance between imports 
and exports, including the export of capital 
and capital goods under appropriate condi- 
tions, thus reducing the necessity of mak- 
ing loans to other countries; and the en- 
couragement of foreign travel by American 
citizens for the purpose of enabling coun- 
tries abroad to accumulate the American 
dollars necessary with which to buy mer- 
chandise from the United States. 


For this purpose, it shall be the duty of 
the Board, in addition to any other duties 
prescribed by law, to study all factors di- 
rectly or indirectly affecting the balance of 
international payments between the United 
States and other nations, and submit rec- 
ommendations to the Congress and to the 
President from time to time respecting such 


changes and adjustment in law, regulation, 
cr procedure as in its opinion may be nec- 
essary to achieve the declared purposes of 
the bill. 

International Emergency Food Council— 
The fourth meeting of the International 
KMmergenecy Food Council convened _ in 
Washington on May 26, 1947, to consider 
and act upon two reports: (1) the Secre- 
tary-General’s summary of developments in 
the critical world food situation, and rec- 
ommendations for action by the Council to 
help member nations cope with the short- 
eges in the commodities under its purview; 
and (2) the report of a special Council com- 
mittee which will forecast, on the basis of 
the best information available from the 
IEFC commodity committees, what food and 
ancillary commodities are likely to remain 
in such short world supply as to require 
centinuation of allocation recommendations 
after December 31, 1947. 


Dutiable Value—In a circular notification 
to appraising officers on May 9, 1947, the 
Bureau of Customs has ruled that condi- 
tions under which merchandise is freely 
offered for sale in occupied Germany are so 
abnormal as to preclude a defining of “for-

Bureau of Customs—The U. S. Senate 
voted on June 2, 1947, to restore $1,500,000 
to the proposed Bureau of Customs appro- 
priation which had been cut 3% million dol- 
lars by the House of Representatives on 
March 11, 1947. The Bureau of the Budget 
had approved an appropriation of 36 mil- 
lion dollars for the Bureau of Customs for 
the fiscal year 1947-1948. This was cut to 
32% million dollars by the House, and now 
is set at 34 million dollars by the Senate. 
It is believed that this action, if finally ap- 
proved by a Senate and House conference, 
will enable the Bureau of Customs to recall 
many of the port and border patrol officers 
who were discharged following the House 
cut, and possibly add to the inside force in 
some ports. At the same time, the Senate 
voted a sum of money for an investigation 
into the operations of the Bureau of Cus- 
toms. 

Conversion of Foreign Currencies—On 
May 22, 1947, the Treasury Department sent 

letter to the Speaker of the House of 
Kkepresentatives, transmitting with it a 
draft of a proposed bill to amend Section 
522 of the Tariff Act of 1930 so as to clarify 
the procedure used in ascertaining the value 
of foreign currencies for customs conver- 
sion purposes where there are dual or mul- 
tiple rates of exchange. This communica- 
tion was referred to the Committee on Ways 
and Means. Up to date, however, this pro-

The U. S. State and War Departments 
announced on June 9, 1947, that resumption 


ot private international commercial rela- 
tions with Japan will be authorized effec- 
tive August 15, 1947, but that no transac- 
tions can be finalized until September 1, 
1947. Because of commitments previously 
made, the U. S. Commercial Co. will con- 
tinue to handle for the time being raw silk, 
cotton textiles, and the 1947 crop of tea, 


and for this reason these commodities will 
not now be available to private trade, 
but all will be subsequently offered for sale 


in accordance with procedures to be an- 
nounced. 
The official announcement from the War

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Judges of the Customs Court, which re- 
views both questions of fact and of law. 
From that determination, an appeal on 
questions of law only may be taken to 
the Court of Customs and Patent Ap- 
peals in Washington. 

Once the value is fixed, it becomes the 
function of the Collector at the port of 
importation to classify the merchandise in 
order to determine the appropriate rate of 
duty. The Collector has at his disposal 
for that purpose the description of the 
merchandise furnished by the Appraiser’s 
office, and reports of various customs 
officials as to weight, gauge and other 
details. 

Upon the Collector’s classification of the 
merchandise rests the amount of duty 
which the importer must pay. If he dis- 
agrees with the Collector’s classification, 
he has the right to protest such action 
in the United States Customs Court, where 
again his burden is a twofold one. The 
importer must not only prove that the 
Collector’s classification was erroneous, but 
he must establish by a preponderance of 
evidence the classification which he claims 
to be the correct one. The action is 
against the United States and is defended 
in every instance by an attorney on the 
staff of the Assistant Attorney General 
in charge of customs. 

Since every conceivable type of product 
and raw material is imported from one or 
another corner of the earth, it is obvious 
that the subject matter of this type of 
litigation covers a vast range. 

It is the function of the Assistant At- 
torney General and his staff to support 
the action of the Collector in his classi- 
fication of whatever type of merchandise 
is involved in the litigation, in order that 
the moneys collected by him as duties 
and deposited with the Secretary of the 
Treasury, may be retained by the United 
States Government. If they can defeat 
the importer’s claim that he has been il- 
legally taxed, the money becomes the 
property of the United States Govern-

tained by the court, the excess of duties 
required by the Collector must be re- 
funded. 

All the cases in the United States Cus- 
toms Court are tried without a jury. At 
every trial, whether it be in New York 
or in one of the outlying ports, including 
Alaska, Puerto Rico and Hawaii, an at- 
torney from the office of the Assistant At- 
torney General appears and represents 
the interests of the Government. 

Ofttimes, the decision in one case in 
customs may determine the question of 
whether the United States shall retain 
substantial sums of money previously col- 
lected, or whether these funds shall be 
returned to the importer. In one case in- 
volving the question of whether dogskins 
imported from China were dressed or un- 
dressed, the United States was obliged to 
refund almost four and one half million 
dollars. 

From the apparent diversity in the 
types of merchandise imported, it is clear 
that the attorneys on the staff of the 
Customs Division of the Department of 
Justice must become expert in many fields 
of human enterprise. They must know, 
and their knowledge must be more than 
superficial, such subjects as chemistry, 
metallurgy, mechanics, art, literature, 
agriculture and economics. They must be 
familiar with industrial processes and 
scientific progress, for frequently the issue 
involved in a customs case will turn upon 
a better understanding of a technical sub- 


ject. 
Attorneys in the Division must also 
have a knowledge of the principles of 


constitutional and international law and a 
familiarity with treaties and trade agree- 
ments entered into between the United 
States and foreign Governments. For ex- 
ample, in comparatively recent years there 
was much litigation relating to the consti- 
tutionality of the flexible tariff provision.

ALIEN PROPERTY DEBT CLAIMS 


The Office of Alien Property providing 
June 1, 1947, as the deadline for filing debt 
claims against persons whose property was 
seized as alien property between December 
18, 1941, and December 31, 1946. On May 
24th this was extended to September 2, 1947. 

Several factors to be considered by per- 
sons who contemplate filing debt claims 
were reviewed in a memorandum prepared 
by Charles R. Carroll, Chairman of the Law 
Committee of the Council. In this memor- 
andum, it was sugested that prospective 
claimants should consult their own attor- 
neys as to the desirability or necessity of 
filing claims. 


AMERICAN MERCHANT MARINE 


Council recommendatiens for a continuing 
privately owned and privately operated 
American Merchant Marine as an absolutely 
necessary instrument of American foreign 
commerce have been presented in Washing- 
ton to the President’s Advisory Committee 
on the Merchant Marine by James A, Far- 
rell, Jr., Chairman of the Council’s Merchant 
Marine Committee. 

The statement in full text is contained in 
the booklet entitled “The Merchant Marine 
as an Instrument of Foreign Trade.” 


INTERNATIONAL INVESTMENT 
CODE 


In its Comments on the Revised Charter 
for an International Trade Organization, 
the Council called attention to the lack of 
provisions to protect and encourage inter- 
national investments. Following a prelim- 
inary meeting with the Department of State 
on April 18, a cable was sent to the United 
States delegation at the Geneva trade con- 
ference, urging the drafting and adoption 
of an international code of principles to 
apply to foreign investments. It was sug- 
gested that, if impracticable to write a 
detailed code at Geneva, there should be 
included in the Charter, as a minimum, 
provision for encouragement of foreign in- 
vestments as an ITO purpose and for crea- 
tion of a Commission to draft an investment 
code. 

Upon request of the Department of State, 
a preliminary statement of points for an 
international investment code was prepared 
by the Council staff and transmitted to 
Under Secretary of State Clayton, head of 
the United States delegation at the Geneva 
trade conference. Any further suggestions 
from Members as to additional points to be 
included in the proposed code should be sent 
to the Council at an early date. 
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endeavor to formulate an international in- 
vestment code as part of the proposed 
Charter of the projected International Trade 
Organization, the Council is at the same 
time working to secure protection of Amer- 
ican foreign trade and investment interests 
through bi-lateral negotiation of Treaties 
of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation, 
treaties to avoid double taxation, and other 
types of international agreements. 


IMPORT DUTIES ON WOOL 

Members of Congress, including Senators 
Arthur H. Vandenberg, Robert F. Wagner 
and Irving M. Ives and Representative 
Arthur G. Klein, have been informed by 
telegram of the opposition of the Council 
to the legislation which would permit an 
increase of 50 percent in the import duties 
on wool and woolen products. 


SURVEY OF TRANSPORTATION 
AND PORT CONDITIONS 


In response to requests from members in 
all parts of the country, the Transportation 
Committee of the Council is conducting a 
nation-wide survey of the transportation 
and port conditions currently hampering 
export and import shipments. Action is par- 
ticularly necessary at the present time in 
view of the $25 billion in foreign trade an- 
ticipated for 1947 with prospects of con- 
tinued high volume. 
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A fundamental need for consideration of 
the problem stems from the continuing re- 
lease to private enterprise of the central- 
ized war time Government operations, thus 
offering an opportunity for cooperative im- 
provement in cargo handling to meet the 
nation’s requirements. As a first step the 
situation at the port of New York was 
studied at a recent meeting of the Trans- 
portation Committee representing important 
shippers together with some twenty spokes- 
men for railroads and steamship lines, Co- 
ordination of the efforts of these enter- 
prises is essential to arriving at sound solu- 
tions of their mutual problems. 

Shippers attending the meeting empha- 
sized that in order intelligently to schedule 
exports in conformance with manufacturing 
programs and in compliance with financing 
arrangements they must know that ship- 
ments will not be subject to prolonged 
delays. A special sub-committee of the 
Transportation Committee is compiling in- 
formation which will form the basis of rec- 
ommendations on the four basic elements 
of the problem: shippers; rail and other in- 
land transportation; port and loading facili- 
ties, and steamship lines. 

William 8S. Swingle, Executive Vice Presi- 
dent of the Council, has just returned from 
an extensive trip to Pacific Coast cities, re- 
ported that discussions with business lead- 
ers in that area indicated growing concern 


with the transportation problem, and had 
established a broader foundation for the 
survey.

PERU'S IMPORT TARIFF 


Application of Peru's new import tariff schedule, originally to be effective May 15, 
1947, has been postponed until June 15, 1947. The new tariff, prepared by a comnnission 
of government and business representatives, was approved by both branches of the 
Peruvian Congress in February 1947. A decree issued on May 9 advanced the original 
application date one month. The new tariff schedule is designed as a measure to provide 
larger revenues, to introduce an improved nomenclature for the classification of imports, 
and to give more protection to local industries. 

Marked increases in duty rates have been established for automobile tires and tubes, 
and to a somewhat lesser extent for other types of rubber goods, paper and paper 
products, and several other commodities. However, it is assumed that import duties on 
United States products established in the Reciprocal Trade Agreement negotiated between 
the United States and Peru in 1942 will remain unchanged. Information on the new rates 
for specified products will be supplied by the American Republics Division, Department 


of Commerce, 
TRADE WITH LATIN AMERICA AT PEAK 


Trade between the United States and Latin America is now at its highest level in 
history and will likely continue at a high level for some time. This opinion is based on 
a survey of trade with Latin America recently completed by Thomas D. O’Keefe and 
George Wythe, officials in the Office of International Trade, who made a three-month visit 
to 15 American Republics. They consulted with United States ambassadors and consuls 
with a view towards improving services to American exporters and importers, and 
obtained first hand information on current problems affecting inter-American trade. 


ASBESTOS, PLUMBER'S BRASS GOODS, ETC. 


Export controls on asbestos cement sheets, plumbers’ brass goods, and roofing 
asbestos were removed effective June 11, 1947. These commodities have heen under export 
control because of the urgency of the domestic housing program. Decontrol] is now pos- 
sible without danger of undue drain on the domestic supply and without interfering with 
the domestic housing program. . 


WATCH ECUADORAN CREDITS 


Because of an unprecedented influx of goods into Ecuador and a consequent curtail- 


ment of credit by the commercial banks, American exporters should exercise caution for 


the present in extending credits to importers in Ecuador, According to a report from the 


American Embassy in Quito, Ecuador has been flooded with goods from abroad, warehouse

AMERICAN GOODS RETURNED — CON- 
STRUCTION — ALTERATIONS — The J. D. 
Richardson Co. v U. S., Prot. 122559-K. -De- 
cided May 21, 1947. Opinion by Judge 
Ekwall.—Tank idler wheel rims were as- 
sessed at 2742% under Par, 372, Tariff Act 
of 1930 on the whole value of the rims. 
The importer protested that duty at 27%% 
should have been assessed on the cost of 
turning a flange on the rims. The evidence 
showed that the rims were made in the 
U. S. and then sent to Canada to have 
flanges turned and that the cost of such 
turning was $2.42891 per rim. The claim of 
the importer was based on Par. 1615 (g). 
The Government contended that turning the 
flange on the rims. did not constitute an 
“alteration” within the meaning of that 
term as used in Par. 1615 (g). In sustain- 
ing the protest the Court said: ‘“‘We have 
given careful consideration to the legisla- 
tive history of the paragraph here involved, 
as set forth in the brief of counsel for the 
Government, and the statements of the 
General Counsel of the Treasury Depart- 
ment before the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, the substance of which was that the 
law then in effect resulted in hardship in 
the case of articles upon which duty had 
once been paid which must be returned to 
the country of exportation for such adjust- 
ment or alterations as were necessary in 
order to adapt them for their intended use, 
in that upon their return they were assessed 
with full duty. As examples of this class of 
articles, footwear and artificial limbs were 
cited. However, it is interesting in this 
connection to note that Congress, in accept- 
ing the suggestion that the term ‘altera- 
tions’ be added to ‘repairs’ in the para- 
graph involved, made no change in the lan- 
guage thereof which would limit its scope 
to foreign merchandise. This would indi- 
cate that it intended the paragraph to have 
a broader application than that suggested 
by the Treasury Department.”

746, Tariff 
Act of. 1930, as modified by the Mexican 
Trade Agreement, T.D. 50797. Protest 
claimed that they were dutiable at 35% 
under Par. 752, as fruits in brine. In over- 
ruling the protest the Court said: “The mer- 
chandise herein is recognizable as mangoes. 
The pro forma invoice covers “175 barrels 
of Mangoes” and the consumption entry 
describes the product as “Mangoes in brine.” 
It is not a condiment or relish, but an in- 
sredient therefor. The fact that it is pick- 
led does not change the classification since 
there is no separate tariff provision for 
pickles. As the provision for mangoes is not 
limited, it includes pickled as well as pre 
pared mangoes.”

At that 
point, the collector either should have ap- 
pealed to reappraisement if he disagreed 
with the appraiser’s valuation, or have 
liquidated the entry on the basis of the 
uppraiser’s return. Instead he advanced the 
valuation by substituting a different cur- 
rency, thus forcing the importer to appeal 
to reappraisement. Assuming that the orig- 
inal demand for supplemental duties was 
made prior to appraisement and therefore 
in accordance with Sec. 505, nevertheless the 
continuance of the demand was based on an 
illegal action of the collector.

SPICED GOUDA CHEESE—NETHERL ee 
TRADE AGREEMENT—Dirk Uges v U.

Opinion by Judge Cline. Spiced Gouda 
cheese was assessed at 7 cents per Ib. but 
not less than 35% under Par, 710, Tariff Act 
of 1950. Protest claimed the cheese was 
autiable at only 3 cents per Ib. but not less 
than 25% under the same paragraph as 
modified by the Netherlands Trade Agreé- 
ment, T.D. 48075. The evidence showed that 
the involved cheese was made exactly the 
same as regular Gouda cheese except that 
cumin seeds were used to flavor the in- 
volved cheese whereas such seeds were not 
used in regular Gouda cheese and that more 
coloring matter was used in the regular 
Gouda. In sustaining the protest the Court 
said: “In the instant case, it appears that 
Gouda and Spiced Gouda are made by the 
same process and that the only difference 
between them is in the addition of cumin 
seeds to flavor the Spiced Gouda. It is 
therefore one of the classes of Gouda cheese 
and is covered by the provision in the trade 
agreement.”

IMPORTED SAMPLES OF WINES AND SPIRITS 


Under Regulations 21, “Importation of Distilled Spirits and Wines,” the Alcohol Tax 
Unit has required all importers bringing samples into the United States to affix to such 
samples approved labels. Furthermore, where the samples consisted of spirits imported 
in containers holding eight fluid ounces or more, the Government required the use of a 
special bottle blown in accordance with Regulations 13. These requirements for samples 
have caused considerable delay to importers especially where samples were forwarded by 
air express from Europe, and it was necessary to reach a decision promptly. The Associa- 
tion took this matter up with Commissioner Mealey some time ago and pointed out that 
samples of imported wines and spirits were not brought in for sale but for the usual 
testing and examining. 

The Association recommended to Commissioner Mealey that consideration be given to 
the issuing of instructions to the Bureau of Customs permitting importers to withdraw 
samples from customs custody without the use of approved labels and to waive the re- 
quirement for a Regulations 13 bottle in the case of samples of imported distilled spirits. 
There was considerable correspondence on this matter, and the Association is pleased to 
advise importers that Commissioner Mealey has issued appropriate instructions to the 
Bureau of Customs, and as a result, the Bureau of Customs issued on May 16 a general 
circular letter that collectors of customs may release samples to you when the collectors 
are satisfied that the goods are for sample purposes only and when the goods are labeled 
prior to their release to show that they are not for sale. This latter requirement does 
not mean that you need a label approval. It simply means that before taxpaying the 
samples, you should affix a sticker reading, for example, “Sample—Not for Sale” or you 
could arrange with the foreign shipper to affix a label indicating that the goods are 
samples and not for sale. [Letter No. 156.,] 


WAR FOOD ORDER 63 


Importers now holding authorizations from the U. S. Department of Agriculture under 
War Food Order 63 to import alcoholic beverages containing sugar are advised that the 
announcement of June 11 does not repeal WFO 63 although it is anticipated that WFO 63 
insofar as it affects sugar may be revoked in the near future, nevertheless, it is still in 
effect. Importers who have authorizations which expire June 30, 1947, and who desire to 
bring in additional quantities thereafter or to obtain an extension of the present author- 
ization should forward the necessary applications to the Administrator of WFO 63, U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, Washington 25, D. C., promptly. If the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture should issue the necessary orders doing away with the control of importations of 
alcoholic beverages containing sugar, importers will be advised promptly. [Letter No. 156.] 


TRADE-MARK ACT OF JULY 5, 1946 


The Trade-Mark Act of July 5, 1946, goes into effect on July 5, 1947, and changes radi- 
cally the procedure which has been followed in the past with respect to the registration 
and recording of trade-marks. Through the courtesy of Mr. I, Richard Paris, patent and 
trade-mark attorney, Washington, D. C., the Association has available a summary spe- 
cially prepared by him for the Association giving the important points covered by the 
new law. All importers owning trade-mark registrations are urged to study Mr. Paris’s 
memorandum, and to consult with their patent and trade-mark attorneys on this matter 
so as to make certain that their interests are properly protected. [Letter No, 156.]

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—POWERS OF ATTORNEY 
Page 12354 

Section 17.2 (a), Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR, Cum. Supp., 17.2 (a)), as 
amended by T. D. 51442 (11 F. R. 4651), is further amended to read as follows: 

(a) Except as hereinafter provided in this paragraph, no protest signed by an 
agent or attorney shall be granted or denied by the collector unless there has been 
filed, or is filed with the protest, in the collector’s office a power of attorney on cus- 
toms Form 5295 or 5295-A or other form as explicit in its terms as is the prescribed 
customs form, authorizing such agent or attorney to make, sign, and file the protest. 
Such power of attorney shall be limited to a period not to exceed 2 years from the 
date of receipt by the collector and shall be acknowledged. When a protest is filed by 
an agent or attorney not named in a power of attorney as required by this section, 
it shall be numbered and stamped with the date of receipt in order to establish whether 
it was filed within the period prescribed by section 514, Tariff Act of 1930, and the 
collector shall cause an investigation to be made to ascertain whether the agent or 
attorney was duly authorized to file the protest. If it is found upon such investigation 
that the agent or attorney was so authorized, the protest shall be reviewed by the 
collector and granted or denied and referred to the customs court as in cases where 
a proper power of attorney has been filed. If it is found upon such investigation that 
the agent or attorney was not duly authorized to file the protest, the purported protest 
shall not be granted or denied by the collector but shall be transmitted, together with 
the entry and accompanying papers and all exhibits connected therewith, to the United 
States Customs Court, with a communication explaining to the court that the agent 
or attorney who filed the purported protest was not named in a power of attorney, 
that it was found upon investigation that the agent or attorney was not authorized to 
file the protest, and that the collector has been prevented from complying with section 
515 of the tariff act by the lack of authority of the agent or attorney to file the pro- 
test, inasmuch as section 514 specifies the only persons by or on whose behalf protests 
may be filed with the collector and section 515 does not authorize the collector to 
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grant any purported protest or (if he does not agree with the claim) to deny it and 

refer it to the court for litigation on the merits, until the statutory prerequisite that 

it has been filed by an authorized person has been established. (Secs. 514, 515, 624, 46 

Stat. 734, 759; 19 U. S. C. 1514, 1515, 1624.) [T.D. 51669.] 


RULES AND REGULATIONS AMENDED—CUSTOMHOUSE BROKERS 


Page 1539 ; 
aire accord with amendments of the rules and regulations of the Treasury Department 


relating to customhouse brokers (31_CFR, part 11), published in the Federal Register of 
April 25, 1947, section 10, Appendix XX, Customs Regulations of 1943, is revised to read 


as follows: 

Sec. 10. Revocation or suspension of licenses.—(a) Provisions of Tariff Act. 
Amended section 641 (b) of the Tariff Act of 1930 provides in part: 

The collector or chief officer of the customs may at any time, for good and sufficient 
reasons, serve notice in writing upon any customhouse broker so licensed to show 
cause why said license shall not be revoked or suspended, which notice shall be in the 
form of a statement specifically setting forth the ground of complaint. The collector 
or chief officer of customs shall within ten days thereafter notify the customhouse 
broker in writing of a hearing to be held before him within five days upon said charges. 
At such hearing the customhouse broker may be represented by counsel, and all pro- 
ceedings including the proof of the charges and the answer thereto, shall be presented, 
with the right of cross-examination to both parties, and a stenographic record of the 
same shall be made and a copy thereof shall be delivered to the customhouse broker. 
At the conclusion of such hearing the collector or chief officer of customs shall forth- 
with transmit all papers and the stenographic report of the hearing, which shall con- 
stitute the record of the case, to the Secretary of the Treasury for his action. There- 
upon the said Secretary of the Treasury shall have the right to revoke or suspend 
the license of any customhouse broker shown to be incompetent, disreputable, or who 
has refused to comply with the rules and regulations issued under this section, or who 
has, with intent to defraud, in any manner willfully and knowingly deceived, misled, 
or threatened any importer, exporter, claimant, or client, or prospective importer, 
exporter, claimant, or client, by word, circular, letter or by advertisement. (Sec. 4, 
49 Stat. 864.) [T.D. 51673.] 

(b) Rules of procedure. A proceeding for the revocation or suspension of a cus- 
tomhouse broker’s license shall, subject to the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and 
the Administrative Procedure Act, be governed by the following rules: [T.D. 51673.] 

(1) Inability of collector to act. In the case of sickness or necessary absence of 
the collector which prevents him from acting as provided in this section, the assistant 
collector shall be deemed the chief officer of the customs referred to in amended section 
641 (b) of the Tariff Act of 1930, and shall perform the duties of the collector pre- 
scribed in this section. (Rule 1.) [T.D. 51673.] 

Investigation. All complaints or charges against customhouse brokers filed with 
collectors or other customs officers shall forthwith be forwarded for investigation to 
the supervising customs agent in charge of the district in which the broker is located. 
The supervising customs agent shall make his report and transmit it, with recom- 
mendation, to the collector of the appropriate district, for such action as may be neces- 
sary, and shall also transmit a copy thereof to the Commissioner of Customs. (Rule 2.) 
{T.D. 51673.] 

(3) Abatement of charges. If the collector determines that there is not sufficient 
evidence to prefer charges, he shall report all of the facts to the Commissioner of 
Customs. (Rule 3.) [T.D. 51673.] 
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(4) Institution of proceedings. If the collector determines that there is sufficient 
evidence to profer charges, he shall, subject to the applicable provisions of this sec- 
tion, institute and conduct a proceeding pursuant to amended section 641 (b) of the 
Tariff Act of 1930. (Rule 4.) (T.D. 51673.] 

(5) Drafting of notice. The collector may call upon the Attorney for the Gov- 
ernment to aid him in preparing the statement of charges to be served upon the 
accused broker. (Rule 5.) [T.D. 51673.] 

(6) Opportunity to avoid proceeding. The collector shall, before a proceeding is 
instituted, give to the accused broker preliminary notice in writing that: 

(i) Transmits a copy of the proposed statement of charges, or a specification of 
the substance thereof; 

(ii) Cites sections 5 (b) and 9 (b) of the Administrative Procedure Act; 

(iii) Calls upon the accused broker to show cause why the proceeding should not 
be instituted; 

(iv) Informs the accused broker that the notice affords him opportunity to make 
submissions and demonstrations of the character contemplated by the cited statutory 


provisions; 
(v) Invites any negotiation that the accused broker deems it desirable to enter 


into; and 

(vi) Specifies a reasonable time for response to that notice: Provided, That, if 
prior to service of the statement of charges, the collector determines that the case 
is one where such preliminary notice would be improper and unnecessary, he shall 
incorporate his findings and his reasons therefor in the statement of charges, and the 
statement of charges shall be served without first giving such preliminary notice. 
(Rule 6.) [T.D. 51673.) 

(7) Service of statement of charges. Notice of the charges, signed by the col- 
lector, shall be served upon the accused customhouse broker in the following manner: 

(i) If an individual: 

(a) By delivery to the accused broker personally, or 

(b) By registered mail, with demand for a return card signed solely by the 
addressee; 

(ii) If a corporation, association, or partnership:

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(a) By delivery to any officer of such corporation or association, or member of 
such partnership, or 

(b) By registered mail addressed to any such officer or member, with demand 
for a return card signed solely by the addressee: Provided, That, if a customhouse 
broker shall have signed and filed with the Committee his written consent to be served 
in some other manner, it shall be sufficient if service is made in that manner. Where 
the service is by registered mail, the receipt of the return card duly signed shall be 
satisfactory evidence of service. (Rule 7.) [T.D. 51673.] 

(8) Content of statement of charges. The notice of charges shall state the place 
where and time within which the accused may file in duplicate his verified answer, 
and shall contain or be accompanied by a statement of charges, which statement shai] 
be signed by the collector, giving a plain and concise, but not necessarily detailed, 
description of the facts which it is claimed constitute grounds for suspension or revo- 
cation of license. A statement of charges which fairly informs the accused of the 
charges against him so that he is able to prepare his defense shall be deemed suffi- 
cient. Different means by which a purpose might have been accomplished or different 
intents with which acts might have been so as to constitute ground for suspensions 
or revocation of license, may be alleged in the statement of charges in a single 
count in the alternative. If, in order to prepare his defense, the accused desires addi- 
tional information as to the time and place of the alleged misconduct, or the means 
by which it was committed, or any other more specific information concerning the 
alleged misconduct, he may present a motion in writing to the collector asking that 
the statement of charges be made more specific, setting forth in such motion in what 
specific respect the statement of charges leaves him in doubt and describing the par- 
ticular language of the statement of charges as to which additional information is 
needed. If in the opinion of the collector such information is reasonably necessary 
to enable the accused to prepare his defense, the collector shall furnish the accused 
with an amended statement of charges giving the needed information. (Rule 8.) 
[T.D. 51673.] 

(9) Service of other papers. After“notice of the charges has been duly served, 
all other papers in the case, including notice of the time and place of the hearing, 
shall be served as follows: 

(i) By delivering the same to the accused personally if an individual; or if a 
corporation, association,’or partnership, to any officer or member thereof; or 

(ii) By leaving them at the office of the accused, or of such officer or member, with 
his clerk or with a person in charge thereof; or 

(iii) By depositing them in a United States post office or post-office box, enclosed 
in a sealed envelope, plainly addressed to such accused, or to such member or officer, 
at the address under which the accused is licensed or at the last known address of 
the accused, or such member or officer. 

(iv) When the accused, whether an individual, corporation, association, or part- 
nership, is represented by attorney, by service upon the attorney in the same manner 
as provided for in subdivision (i) (ii) or (iii) of this subparagraph for service on the 
accused personally. (Rule 9.) (T.D. 51673.] 

(10) Copies filed with Committee. Copies of all papers in the case, including 
the notice of charges, and notice of the time and place of all hearings, shall be sent 
promptly by the collector to the Committee on Practice. (Rule 10.) [T.D. 51673.] 

(11) Hearing. The hearing shall be before the collector. The collector shall desig- 
nate an officer of his staff to represent the Government at the hearing and shall pro- 
vide a stenographer to make the stenographic record. The Attorney for the Govern- 
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ment, or another attorney designated by the Secretary of the Treasury, shall be 
present and participate in the presentation of testimony. The accused or his attorney 
shall have the right to examine all exhibits introduced at the hearing. Pursuant to 
order of the collector giving due notice to the parties, depositions upon oral or written 
interrogatories may be taken by either party for use at the hearing before any officer 
duly authorized to administer oaths for general purposes or in customs matters. 
(Rule 11.) [T.D. 51673.] 

(12) Submittals. After conclusion of the reception of the evidence, the collector 
shall by rule afford the parties a reasonable opportunity to submit proposed findings 
and conclusions and supporting reasons therefor as contemplated by section 8 (b) of 
the Administrative Procedure Act. (Rule 12.) [T.D. 51673.] 

(13) Decision by the collector. After compliance with subparagraph (12) of 
this paragraph the collector shall make his recommended decision in the case and 
certify the entire record to the Secretary of the Treasury. The collector shall recom- 
mend to the Secretary the dismissal of the charges when in his opinion the charges 
have not been proved. The collector shall recommend to the Secretary that the license 
be suspended or revoked if in the opinion of the collector such action is warranted 
by the record. The collector’s decision shall conform with the requirements of sec- 
tion 8 of the Administrative Procedure Act. (Rule 13.) [T.D. 51673.] 

(14) Decision by Secretary of the Treasury. Upon receipt of the record the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury will afford the parties a reasonable opportunity to make such 
additional submittals as may then be required by section 8 (b) of the Administrative 
Procedure Act and by the circumstances of the case. Thereafter the Secretary of the 
Treasury will make his decision. (Rule 14.) [T.D. 51673.] 

(15) Dismissal subject to new proceedings. If the evidence at the hearing indi- 
cates that a proper disposition of the case cannot be made on the basis of the charges 
preferred, the Secretary is authorized to instruct the collector to file appropriate 
charges as a basis for new proceedings. (Rule 15.) [T.D. 51673.] 

(16) Immaterial mistakes. The deciding officer shall disregard an immaterial 
misnomer of a third person, an immaterial mistake in the description of any person, 
thing, or place or the ownership of any property, a failure to prove immaterial alle- 
gations in the description of the accused’s conduct, or any other immaterial mistake 
in the statement of charges. (Rule 16). [T.D. 51673.] 
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(17) Proof; partial. If the deciding officer finds that a part of the charges in the 
statement of charges is not sufficiently proved but that the residue thereof is so 
proved, he may base his decision on any facts established by the evidence which are 
grounds for suspension or revocation of the license and which are substantially 
charged by the said residue of the statement of charges. (Rule 17.) [T.D. 51673.] 

(18) Default. No decision by default shall be made against an accused broker except 
upon evidence submitted on behalf of the Government. (Rule 18.) [T.D. 51673.] 

(19) Notice of suspension or revocation. If the Secretary of the Treasury in the 
exercise of his discretion issues his order of suspension or revocation of the license of 
the accused, notice thereof shall be given by the Committee to the heads of all interested 
bureaus, offices, and divisions of the Treasury Department and to other interested 
departments and agencies of the Government in such manner as the Committee may 
determine. Except as provided in § 11.13, such person will not thereafter be recog- 
nized as a customhouse broker during the period of suspension or revocation of his 
license. (Rule 19.) [T.D. 51673.] 

(20) Reopening. Any customhouse broker who has been suspended or whose 
license has been revoked may make written application to the collector to have the 
order of suspension or revocation set aside or modified upon the ground (i) of newly 
discovered evidence, or (ii) that important evidence is now available which the ap- 
plicant was unable to produce at the original hearing by the exercise of due diligence. 
Every such application shall be filed with the collector in duplicate. Such application 
must set forth specifically the precise character of the evidence to be relied upon in 
its support and shall state the reasons why the applicant was unable to produce it 
when the original charges were heard. If the collector after due consideration of the 
application shall deem it sufficiently meritorious to warrant a hearing, he shall so 
recommend to the Secretary, who may order the taking of additional testimony before 
the collector. The collector shall set a time and place for such hearing, and give due 
notice thereof to the applicant. The procedures governing the hearing and decision 
will be the same as those governing the original proceeding. (Rule 20.) [T.D. 51673.] 

(21) Notice of reinstatement. In the event that the Secretary shall issue an order 
vacating or modifying the prior order of suspension or revocation, notice thereof 
shall be given to all those to whom notice of the original order of suspension or revo- 
cation was sent. (Rule 21.) [T.D. 51673.] 

(22) Saving provision. The provisions of this section that were in force and effect 
April 30, 1947, are referred to in this subparagraph as the old rules. The provisions 
of this section as amended effective May 1, 1947, are referred to in this subparagraph 
as the new rules. The old rules shall continue to govern any proceeding that was in- 
stituted prior to April 30, 1947: Provided, however, That if in the course of the pro- 
ceeding there is taken any action that is authorized by the old rules but that is not 
authorized by the new rules, said action shall not constitute grounds for disturbing 
any order thereafter made in the proceeding: (i) unless it is shown that the action 
was in derogation of substantive rights, and not merely procedural rights; and (ii) 
unless upon occurrence of the action the respondent made timely objection supported 
by his reasons, and the objection was overruled: Provided further, That adherence may 
be had to the new rules pursuant to stipulation of the parties. (Rule 22.) [T.D. 51673.]

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ABSTRACTS OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS 
[T. D. 51679] 


The following is a summary of decisions issued by the Bureau of Customs, usually in the form 
of a letter to a Collector of Customs of some Port of Entry: 
CLASSIFICATION 

$100 exemption—Returning residents—Articles acquired by residents arriving as an 
incident of foreign travel.—Residents of the United States who own or rent homes or 
eottages in foreign Countries for the season but who continue to reside in the United 
States and go to the foreign country several times weekly should be treated as residents 
of the United States returning on their various arrivals and should be allowed the $100 
exemption subject to the 48-hour and 30-day provisions. Residents of the United States 
who owa or rent homes or cottages in foreign countries for the season and who return 
to this country daily for work or for short periods only should be treated at such times 
as persons arriving as an incident to foreign travel, within the purview of section 10.17 
(f), Customs Regulations of 1943. 

Articles acquired while abroad and brought into the United States by a resident who 
is arriving as an incident of his foreign travel should not be allowed free entry under the 
first clause of paragraph 1798, Tariff Act of 1930. Such articles should be retained in cus- 
toms custody, shipped in bond to another port, or exported from the United States as pro- 
vided in section 10.17 (ft), Customs Regulations of 1943. Any duty collected under such 
circumstances may be refunded by collectors under authority contained in section 16.14 (b), 
Customs Regulations of 1943, provided the articles are declared in writing on the resident’s 
return to the United States on completion of his stay abroad, and the other requirements 
of the £100 exemption are met by such resident. Bureau letter to collector of customs, De- 
troit, Mich., December 16, 1946. (521.2) 

Free entry—$100 exemption—Automobile tires acquired while abroad.—Automobile 
tires acquired by residents of the United States while abroad are not entitled to free 
entry under section 10.42, Customs Regulations of 1943, unless their purchase Was neces- 
sary to enable the tourist to return safely to the United States. Automobile tires not 
entitled to free entry under section 10.42, brought into the United States on an automobile 
by a resident of the United States who is arriving as an incident of his foreign travel 
should be assessed with duty. If on return after completion of the resident’s stay abroad 
he declares the tires in writing to the collector at the port at which he returns, and the 
requirements for the free entry of the tires under the resident’s $100 exemption author- 
ized by paragraph 1798, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, are met, the duty collected on such 
tires may be refunded under authority contained in section 16.14 (b), Customs Regulations 
of 1948 sureau letter to collector of customs, Detroit, Mich., dated December 16, 1946.

Termination of Public Law No. 790 approved December 5, 1942.—In view of Presiden- 
tial Proclamation 2714 (12 F. R. 1), proclaiming the cessation of hostilities of World War 
II, free entry shall not be accorded under Public Law No. 790 (T. D. 50785) to articles 
entered, or withdrawn, for consumption after the close of business June 30, 1947. Bureau 
letters to War and Navy Departments, Washington, D. C., April 17, 1947.

Periodicals—Date of issue.—A principal characteristic of a periodical is that each 
issue differs from all other issues of the same periodical both in contents and in date of 
issue. A publication one or more issues of which are reissued at various times in lots 
from the original printing or in reprints, without date of issue or with various dates of 
issue for the various lots or reprints, is not a periodical within the meaning of paragraph 
1726, Tariff Act of 1930. The statutory requirement that a periodical bear a date of issue 
is not met unless the publication bears a date which, by virtue of its legibility, perma- 
nenee, and conspicucusness, can be readily recognized by subscribers and others as the 
date Ps issue.

Oranges, including kumquats, prepared or preserved in sugar or otherwise, but not 
candied, crystallized, or glace, shall be classified under paragraph 473, Tariff Act of 1930, 
as oranges, dutiable at 1 cent per pound, following C. D. 716, and candied, crystallized, or 
glace oranges, including kumquats, shall be classified under paragraph 752, as modified 
pursuant to the French trade agreement, at 25 per centum ad valorem, following C. D. 760.

Articles resembling small cornets, sliding trombones, and saxophones in appearance 
on which simple tunes can be played, but requiring no knowledge of “lipping’” to play, 
and which produce notes by means of reeds such as are used in harmonicas, are dutiable 
as toys at 70 per centum ad valorem under paragraph 1513, Tariff Act of 1930 (C. A. D.

EMERGENCY—FREE ENTRY OF TIMBER, LUMBER, AND LUMBER 
PRODUCTS 


Section 53.3 of T. D. 51565 (19 CFR 53.3) issued November 7, 1946 (11 F. R. 13460) is 
hereby amended as foliows: 

Subparagraph 3 of paragraph (a) is amended by inserting after the word “Plywood” 
the words “and veneers’ 

A new subparagraph. 7 is added to paragraph (a) reading as follows: 

7. Prefabricated houses and prefabricated panels for houses, and doors, all the fore- 
going in chief value of wood, classifiable under paragraph 412, Tariff Act of 1930. 

The first sentence of paragraph (b) is amended to read as follows: 

The Housing Expediter may designate and certify under the proclamation other 
articies or classes of articles, such as millwork, all the foregoing in chief value of wood. 

Paragraph (e) is amended by adding at the end thereof the footnote number “2” and 
by inserting after footnote 1 the following footnote: ‘ 

* With respect to free entry pursuant to Presidential Proclamation No. 2708 of articles 
in chief valueof wood not provided for in section 53.3 (a) supra, as amended, the Housing 
Expediter states that application should be made by sending a true, executed copy of the 
entry, customs Form 7501, in duplicate, to the Otfice of the Housing Expediter, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C. When certified, the Office of the Housing Expediter will forward one copy 
to the collector of customs at the port of entry for appropriate attention. 

As time is an important factor in efforts to cope with the housing emergency, publi- 
cation of notice and public procedure, as provided for in the Administrative Procedure 
Act (Public Law No. 404, 79th Congress), are found to be impracticable and contrary to 
the public interest. [T. D. 51687.] 


SURPLUS MATERIALS 


Iiffective May 16, 1947, in accordance with the provisions of Foreign Liquidation Com- 
missioner Regulation 8, Order 6 (12 F. R. 2521, 3186), section 8508.15 thereof and T. D.

SAMPLES OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 


The Bureau is in receipt of letters from the Deputy Commissioner, Bureau of Internal 
tevenue, dated April 11 and 30, 1947, advising that collectors of customs, if satisfied, be- 
cause of the quantity and nature of samples of distilled spirits and wines, that they are 
being imported merely for purposes of analysis, testing, or comparison, may release such 
samples without the usual approval certificates covering the labels employed and may 
also release a reasonable number of such samples packaged in bottles of a capacity of 8 
ounces or more which are not marked in accordance with Regulation 13, provided the 
bottles are labeled prior to their release to show that they are not for sale, as for example, 
“SAMPLE—NOT FOR SALE.” (C/L 2560). 


ALUMINUM SCRAP IN INGOT FORM 


The Office of Temporary Controls has requested that collectors of customs be in- 
structed to pass free of duty under Public Law No. 497, approved March 13, 1942, rough 
aluminum ingots consisting of scrap aluminum, such as wrecked and obsolete airplanes, 
surplus aluminum solids, i.e., tubing, castings, etc., and captured scrap in the form of 
combat aircraft and airplane wrecks which have been melted down by the United States 
Army abroad. The ingots will weigh not less than 20 pounds. 

The Bureau is satisfied by evidence submitted to it by the trade that shipments of 
ingots of the kind mentioned are definitely, generally, and uniformly known and dealt in 
ccmmercially as scrap because of inability to guarantee an adequate uniformity of their 
specifications. The presence in a shipment of occasional ingots which meet a trade speci- 
fication does not alter the situation as an acceptable uniformity of the composition of 
the ingots is not assured. Such ingots of the kind in question are almost invariably sweet- 
ened or blended with other aluminum-bearing material to produce a product w hich meets 
commercial specifications. 

In the circumstances, collectors of customs shall pass ingots of the kind in question 
free of duty under Public Law No. 497, supra, if upon examination and the production of 
=o he is satisfied that the merchandise is of the origin and character described.

NOTE Bureau of Customs announced that the tariff-rate quota of 15,000,000 
pounds of a, fresh or frozen (whether or not packed in ice), filleted, skinned, boned, 
sliced, or divided into portions, not specially provided for: cod, haddock, hake, pollock, 
cusk, and rosefish, entitled to entry for consumption at 1% cents per pound during the 
calendar year 1947 has been increased to 23,906,423 pounds. 

The Canadian Trade Agreement of November 25, 19388, prescribed that if the average 
appareni annual consumption of such fish in the United States during the 3 calendar years 
preceding the year in which such fish were entered, or withdrawn from warehouse for 
consumption, exceeds 100,000,000 pounds, an additional quantity of such fish equal to the 
amount by which 15 percentum. of such average apparent annual consumption exceeds the 
15,000,000 pounds may be entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption in that 
year at the 1% cents per pound rate. It has been determined that the average annual con- 
sumption of such fish for the calendar years 1944, 1945, and 1946 was 159,376,156 pounds. 

EXPORT DECLARATIONS 

Harry M. Durning, Collector of Customs, Port of New York, informed exporters that 
filing of the third copy of the export dec larations by shippers no longer is required. Filing 
of the third copy was instituted in September, 1939, and during the war was utilized to 
help carry through the purposes of various wartime measures. 

Under regulations issued last week by J. C. Cabt, director of the Bureau of Customs, 
and by W. A. Harriman, Secretary of Commerce, if shipment originates ar the Shipper’s 
Ixport Declaration is prepared at the port of exporation, the shippers deliver the declara- 
tion to the Collector of Customs.

[Public Law 65—S80th Congress—Chapter 71—I1st Session S. 132]. 

To relieve collectors of customs of liability for failure to collect certain special tonnage 

duties and light money, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That no collector of customs shall be held liable to the 
United States for his failure to collect special tonnage duties provided for in the first 
sentence of section 4219 of the Revised Statutes, as amended (U.S. C., 1940 edition, title 46, 
séc. 121), nor for his failure in connection therewith to collect light money provided for in 
section 4225 of the Revised Statutes, as amended (U. S. C., 1940 edition, title 46, section 
28, in connection with the entry from a foreign port of any foreign vessel prior to 
October 1, 1940; nor shall any such vessel hereafter be held liable for the payment of any 
such special tonnage duties or light money in connection with any entry prior to 
October 1, 1940.

SUPPLEMENTAL QUOTA ON LONG STAPLE COTTON 


The President’s Proclamation of June 9%, 1947, prescribes a supplemental quota of 
23,091,000 pounds of cotton having a staple of 1% inches or more but less than 111/16 
inches in length which may be entered or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption 
during the period June 14 to September 19, 1947, inclusive. In order that all importers of 
such cotton may have equal opportunity at the opening of the quota on June 16, 1947, 
no entries of such cotton shall be accepted before 12 noon, e.s.t., on that date or its equiva- 
lent in other time belts. The time of acceptance of each entry shall be noted and at the 
close of business on June 16 you shall report to the Bureau by telegraph the total number 
of pounds of cotton having a staple of 1% inches or more but less than 111/16 inches for 
which entry was presented. The Bureau will authorize the release of such amount as is 
permitted. Thereafter no entry of such cotton shall be accepted without prior authori- 
zation by the Bureau to the collectors. 

You will note that the supplemental quota covers only cotton of 1% inches to 111/16 
inches in staple length and is effective only for the period from June 14 to September 19, 
1947. No cotton under 1% inches staple can be released under this quota. [C/L 2564]

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FREE TIME ON NEW YORK PIERS 


On June 7, 1947, the U. S. Maritime Commission issued a formal notice of public hear- 
ings with respect to free time and demurrage charges on import property at the port of 
New York. All persons desiring to be heard at such hearings Were required to file with the 
Commission written request to appear and be heard on or before June 27, 1947 

The purpose of the hearings was outlined in the formal notice as follows: 

In Docket No. 221, Storage of Import Property, decided November 16, 1937, the Com- 
mission ordered the respondents therein to cease and desist from allowing more than ten 
days’ free time (exclusive of Sundays and legal holidays on import property at the port 
of New York. 

In 1241, for the purpose of minimizing congestion of the port in the interest of national 
defense, the Commission requested carriers to reduce free time on import property at New 
York to five days, which (exclusive of Saturdays, Sundays and legal holidays, and with 
some exceptions) is the free time period now in <ffect. Demurrage charges are imposed on 
the basis of penalty rates which increase progressively for successive periods after expira- 
tion of free time. ‘ 

Shippers and consignees have submitted to the Commission evidence tending to show 
that free time allowances and penalty charges currently in effect at New York are in- 
equitable as to them in the light of conditions and results in unwarranted hardships. 

The termination of hostilities and the consequent adjustment of commerce to a peace- 
time basis calls for re-examination by the Commission of questions pertaining to the 
storage of import property at New York with specia! reference to free time and demurrage 
charges The Commission desires to receive evidence of conditions in the port relevant to 
suzh questions for use in determining what action, if any, is required to assure the 
establishment, observance and enforcement of just and reasonable regulations and 


practices. ITALIAN BLOCKED ACCOUNTS 


The Treasury Department announced that it is prepared in appropriate cases, to grant 
licenses for payments to creditors of business organizations and individuals in Italy from 
blocked accounts in this country in which the debtors have an interest. 

In announcing this step, Treasury Department officials pointed out that this announce- 
ment is a necessary preliminary to the establishment of any procedure for the release of 
Italian blocked assets in the United States. In this connection, Treasury Department 
officials referred to the letter of April 15, 1947, from Acting Secretary of State Acheson to 
Senator Vandenberg, which was subsequently made public, wherein it was stated that the 
policy of the United States is directed toward the release or return of Italian property in 
the United States which is blocked or has been vested. 

It was stated that, in general, an application for such a license should be supported 
by a payment instruction or other acknowledgment by the debtor executed after September 
8, 1943, the date of the Armistice with Italy. If an application is based on a court judg- 
ment, evidence should be submitted that the debtor has received actual notice of the pro- 
ceedings has had a reasonable opportunity to appear.

FOREIGN TRADE ZONES 


The Foreign Trade Zones Board announced the issuance of an Order containing a 
series of decisions with respect to operations permitted in a foreign trade zone. It was 
said that these decisions may result in widening the range of such permitted operations, 

The Foreign Trade Zones Board is the Federal Government agency responsibile for 
administration of the Celler Act. This law provides for the establishment of zones at 
American ports into which imported goods may be brought and stored and manipulated, 
without payment of customs duty, prior to entry into the United States or re-export, The 
members of the Board are Secretary of Commerce W. Averell Harriman, Secretary of the 
Treasury John W. Snyder and Secretary of War Robert P. Patterson. 

Operators of the New York foreign trade zone requested the Board to review a series 
of preliminary rulings by the Commissioner of Customs. The Commissioner had held that 
the operations involved in these rulings amounted to manufacturing and were prohibited 
by the Celler Act. 

In reversing the Commissioner of Customs, the Board held that the operations covered 
by the rulings fell short of manufacture and could be allowed under the provisions of the 
Celler Act permitteing merchandise to be “assembled, mixed, or otherwise manipulated” 
in foreign trade zones. 

The operations declared permissible by the Board inslude the assembling of watch 
movements into cases (including certain incidental processing), the attaching of wrist 
bands to wrist watches, the screwing of bulbs into flashlights, the blending of olive oil 
with vegetable oils, and the mixing of sugar, flour and other ingredients to make a pre- 
pared baking mix. 

The decisions announced in FTZ Order No. 15 were made by the Board on the basis 
of recommendations submitted by its Committee of Alternates, and after full consideration 
of legal briefs submitted by interested parties and oral argument presented at the Com- 
mittee’s open meeting on February 24. The text of the order follows: 


FOREIGN TRADE ZONES BOARD ORDER NO. 15 

Pursuant to the authority contained in the Act of June 18, 1934 (48 Stat. 998; 19 U. S.C. 
81l-a-S81l-u,) the Foreign Trade Zones Board has adopted the following order which is 
proemulagted for the information and guidance of all concerned: 

S. H. Pomerance & Co., Inc., duly filed with this Board, its appeal, designated as 
Docket No. 1, and the New Foreign Trade Zone Operators, Inc., on behalf of itself and 
certain zone users, duly filed with this Board, its appeals, designated as Dockets Nos, 2 
to 6, inclusive, from rulings of the Commissoner of Customs denying applications for 
permission to conduct the following operations in the New York Foreign Trade Zone under 
Section 3 of the above-cited Act: 

Docket No. 1—Fitting imported watch movements into domestic cases. 

(a) Where operation consists of drilling hole in case for winding stem, cutting stem 

to fit crown, affixing crown to stem, and fitting movement in case, 

(b) Where operation consists of cutting stem to fit crown, affixing crown to stem, 

and fitting movement in case. 

(c) Where operation consists of fitting movement into case without drilling or cutting 

described above. 

Docket No. 2—Combining imported olive oil with domestic vegetable oils. 

Docket No, 3—Attaching domestic wrist bands to imported watch heads. 

Docket No. 4—Combining imported sugar and shortening with domestic flour and salt. 

Docket No. 5—Screwing imported flashlight bulbs into domestic flashlight cases. 

Docket No. 6—Dyeing textiles imported in the gray. 

Accordingly, after full consideration, it is hereby ordered as follows: 

1. The action of the Commissioner of Customs in denying the applications for per- 
mission to conduct the operations set forth above as involved in Dockets Nos. 1 to 5, 
inclusive, is overruled and such operations are hereby approved. 

2. Action on Docket No. 6 is deferred pending receipt of more specific information 
as to the nature of the operations involved. 

3. The Executive Secretary is directed to notify the appellants, the Commissioner of 
Customs and other interested parties of the action above taken.

CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties. paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control] of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is

FOREIGN TRADE STATISTICS BY CUSTOMS DISTRICTS—MARCH, 1947 
U. S. FOREIGN TRADE INCREASES 

Due largely to sharp foreign trade gains in the Atlantic Coast, Pacific Coast, and 
Canadian Border Areas, United States exports rose 17 percent in shipping weight and 15 
percent in value from February to March, while imports increased by 15 percent in ship- 
ping Weight and 2 percent in value, the Bureau of the Census announced today. Exports 
increased from 20.8 billion pounds valued at $1,151 million in February to 24.3 billion 
pounds valued at $1,327 million in March. During this period imports rose from 10.7 billion 
pounds valued at $435 million to 12.3 billion pounds valued at $444 million. [F. T. 970.]

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VESSEL STATISTICS—MARCH, 1947 

The total net registered tonnage of vessels entering in the foreign trade rose 18 per- 
cent trom 5,222,000 net registered tons in February to 6,158,000 net tons in March, the 
Bureau of the Census announced today. Clearances during this period also increased, from 
6,296,000 net tons to 6,870,000 net tons, a rise of 9 percent. Vessels entering with cargo in 
March totaled 3,470,000 net registered tons, while vessels clearing with cargo amounted 
to 5,299,000 net registered tons.

_ The reports on Agricultural, Pastoral, and Forest Industries in Argentina and in Cuba 

discuss the general characteristics of those industries in the respective countries, and the 
basis factors affecting their development, such as land use and tenure, labor and wages, 
agricultural credit, transportation, markets, and national policy. They include a detailed 
analysis of the principal agricultural, pastoral, forest, and marine-product industries, and 
u discussion of their future prospects and problems. 

Among the topics covered in the Tariff Commission report on Economic Controls and 
Commercial Policy in Nicaragua are the import tariff; export duties; commercial agree- 
ments; exchange control; the Inter-American Coffee Agreement; wartime financial con- 
trols; export and reexport controls; rationing and price control; and future problems 
relating to controls and commercial policy. 


IMPORTS OF COAL-TAR PRODUCTS IN 1946 


The Commission issued a report on United States imports of coal-tar products in 1946. 
This report gives detailed statistics on coal-tar intermediates imported under paragraph 
27 of the Tariff Act, and on dyes, medicinals and pharmaceuticals, flavor and perfume 
materials, and other finished products imported under paragraph 28. 

According to the report, 1946 imports of coal-tar intermediates were twice as large, 
in terms of value, as in 1945, but still far short of the prewar value. In quantity, imports 
in 1946 were 16 percent greater than prewar average. In 1946 imports totaled 3,120,564 
pounds, valued at $437,169. Corresponding imports in 1945 amounted to 703,304 pounds, 
valued ut $214,704, and for the prewar period 1937-39, averaged 2,692,805 pounds, valued 
at $2,380,963. The most important intermediates tmported in 1946 were monomeric styrene 
from Canada; cresols and cresylic acid from Canada, Australia, and the United Kingdom; 
and naphthalene from Belgium and the Netherlands. 

The value of imports of finished coal-tar products in 1946 was at about half the prewar 
level, and very much lower than in 1945, when imports of military explosives accounted 
for about two-thirds of the total. Imports of finished coal-tar products in 1946 amounted 
to 2,023,935 pounds, valued at $2,649,275, compared with the 1945 total of 27,565,752 pounds, 
valued at $4,877,103, and the prewar average (1937-39) of 4,207,145 pounds, valued at 
$5,631,205. In 1946 dyes constituted by far the most important group of imported finished 
products; they originated almost entirely in Switzerland and accounted for 2.4 million 
dollars, or 89 percent of the total value of all imports under paragraph 28. 

The statistics given in the report were obtained by analyzing invoices covering 
imports through all United States customs districts. Copies of the report may be obtained 
by writing to the United States Tariff Commission, Washington 25, D. C. 


PUBLICATION OF TARIFF COMMISSION NOTICES 


Ths United States Tariff Commission announces that it will discontinue the procedure, 
set forth in its rules, of publishing in FOREIGN COMMERCE WEEKLY notices of receipt 
of applications for investigations, of investigations instituted, or hearings to be held, and 
of other activities of the Commission of particular public interest. 

This action was taken at the suggestion of representatives of the Department of Com- 
meree, due to necessary retrenchments. 

NOTE: All activities of the Commission will continue to be published in this Bulletin 
as heretofore, Kditor. 


SUPPLEMENTAL IMPORT QUOTA ON LONG-STAPLE COTTON 


The President, on June 9, 1947, signed a Proclamation effective after five days, per- 
mitting entry of a supplemental import quota of 23,094,000 pounds of “extra-long-staple 
cotton to care for manufacturers’ requirements until the regular annual quota for the 
next year opens on September 20, 1947. (See Bureau of Customs section of this issue.) 
The President’s action, based on authority under Section 22 of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act of 1933, as amended, followed the majority recommendations of the Tariff Com- 
mission. Commissioner Brossard recommended a quota of 13,621,000 pounds. 

A limited number of mimeographed copies of the complete report of the Tariff Com- 
mission (102 pages), including the Commission’s findings and recommendations as sent to 
the President, and a summary of the information obtained in the investigation, is now 
available. The printed report will be available by purchase from the Superintendent of 
Documents at a later date. 


OSCAR B. RYDER REAPPOINTED 


President Truman has issued an Order, reappointing Commissioner Oscar B. Ryder to 
be Chairman of the United States Tariff Commission for a period of one year from July 
1, 1947. This is in accordance with the provisions of the Tariff Act of 1930 whereby = 
President annually designates a Chairman and Vice Chairman of the Tariff Commission.

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 

GERKRMANY—Mail service to all zones of Germany is further extended to include the 
following: (a) Illustrated post cards, provided they are not of a pro-fascist or subversive 
character; ¢b) Commercial correspondence relating to and implementing such transac- 
tions as may be legal under laws and regulations of the Allied Control Authority, mili- 
tary government law, and German law, provided that all external values resulting from 
any transactions shall accrue to the accounts of the respective military governments con- 
cerned. Responsibility for compliance with these regulations and laws will rest with the 
mailer. The enclosure of checks, drafts, securities, and currency in letters to civilians 
and commercial firms in Germany remains prohibited. 

Remittances in connection with any transactions which are to be concluded, together 
with correspondence respecting the final arrangements, should be handled in accordance 
with procedures, prescribed by the headquarters of the respective military governments. 
Correspondence regarding German external assets, even if only of a simple informational 
character. remains prohibited. 

Merchandise, restricted to gifts and samples, may now be included in ordinary letters 
and Jetter packages weighing not in excess of one pound, for surface or air transmission 
to Germany. 

The rate on such articles for surface transmission is 5 cents for the first ounce and 
3 cents for each additional ounce, and if air transmission is desired, the rate is 15 cents 
for each half ounce. The paper form of customs declaration (Form 2976-A) properly com- 
pleted by the sender must be enclosed in each such letter or letter package, and a green 
label Form 2976 (C 1) must be affixed to the address side thereof. Gift parcels addressed 
for delivery in any part of Germany which contain cigarettes or other tobacco products 
will not be accepted for mailing. 

effective June 15, 1947, the weight limit applicable to parcel post packages addressed 
for delivery in all Zones of Germany, including all Sectors of Berlin, will be increased 
from 11 pounds to 22 pounds. The postage rate is 14 cents for each pound or fraction 
thereof. Service is restricted to “gift” parcels, and only one such parcel may be sent each 
week by or on behalf of the same sender to or for the same addressee, Cigarettes and 
tobacco products are prohibited. 

Letters in Braille and printed matter for the blind will be subject to the regulations 
requiring that only nontransactional correspondence and non-commercial printed matter 
may be sent to Germany. (1 Ib. limit.) The regular rates for sealed letters (5 cents for 
the first ounce and 8 cents for each additional ounce or fraction), and printed matter for 
the blind (1 cent each 2 pounds 3 ounces or fraction), will apply to these articles when 
sent by surface means. If sent by air, the weight limit is one pound and the air mail 
rate is 15 cents for each half ounce or fraction. 

Effective May 26, 1947, the transmission of cigarettes and tobacco products for delivery 
in Germany, both through the Army Postal Service and the International mails, will be 
prohibited. 

MEX1I1CO—Frequently senders of c.o.d. parcels addressed for delivery in Mexico do not 
indicate on the parcels in pesos and centavos (written out in full) the amount to be col- 
lected from the addressee, as required by the Postal regulations. Mailers must show on 
the parcels the amount to be collected in pesos and centavos, the centavos to be in even 
centavos—for instance, 2 pesos 50 centaves, not 2 pesos 49 centavos. The words “Pesos” 
and “centavos” must be written out in full. : 

OKINAWA AND THE RYUKYU ISLANDS—Effective May 15, 1947, Postal Union (regu- 
jar) mail service and ordinary gift parcel service will be resumed to Okinawa and the 
other islands of the Ryukyu group, including Kuchinoshima. Regular mail articles (let- 
ters, post cards, commercial papers, printed matter, samples of merchandise and small 
packets) will be subject to the normal weight limits and conditions. Articles prepaid at 
the ietter rate of postage may not contain merchandise. Registration, air mail, money 
order, and special delivery services are not available at this time, Articles should be 
addressed in English, but it will be permissible for the address to be shown also in any 
other l:nguage provided those addressed in another language bear an interlined transla- 
tion in English of the name of the post office, island where located, and the words “Ryukyu 
Islands. 

Gif< parcels will be subject to the following rate of postage and other conditions: 
tate (including transit charges) 19 cents per pound. Weight limit: 11 pounds. Customs 
declarations: 1 Form 2966. Parcel Post sticker: 1 Form 2922. Sealing: Optional. No regis- 
tration insurance or C.O.D. Only one gift parcel per week may be mailed by the same 
sender to or for the same addressee. Such parcels must not measure more than 72 inches 
in length and girth combined. Contents of gift parcels are limited to essential relief items 
such as nonperishable food, clothing, soap, and mailable medicines, The parcels and rela- 
tive customs declaration must be conspicuously marked “Gift Parcel” by the senders, who 
must itemize the contents and value on the customs declaration. Parcels which are unde- 
liverable will not be returned to senders but will be disposed of by the postal authorities 
in the Ryukyu Islands. 

PANAMA—Letters have been mailed to the Republic of Panama addressed in a man- 
ner prejudicial to the status of that republic as a sovereign and independent country. 
For example, forms of address similar to the following have been observed: ‘Panama 
“ity, Panama (U. S. Possession)” or “Panama City, Canal Zone.” In accordance with in- 
structions issued by the Post Office Department, Washington 25, D. C., all articles intended 
for delivery in the Republic of Panama which show the country of destination as other 
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than simply “Panama,” “Republic of Panama,” or “Panama Republic” will be returneg 

to the senders. 

SYRIA AND LEBANON—That in consequence of the establishment of Syria and Lep- 
anon as separate countries, it is necessary in order to avoid criticism as well as possible 
missending of the mail, that all articles include the name of the proper country of des- 
tination in each case. Articles of mail matter for Bierut, Lebanon, which are incorrectly 
addressed to indicate the country of destination as “Syria,” instead of Lebanon, or when 
addressed to any post office as in one of the two countries named, when it is Known to 
be actuaily located in the other, will be returned to senders for correct address. 

UNION OF SOVIET SOCIALIST REPUBLICS has advised that in addition to the ar- 
ticles previously allowed to enter without a permit when intended for personal use, it is 
pe:missible to send, until the end of 1947, the following foodstuffs without limit as to the 
gross weight or total number of articles per year: Flour; gruel (cereals to be cooked, 
such as oatmeal, rice, cream of wheat, etc.); fatty substances; sweets (candy, sugar, choc- 
olate, ete.). Parcel Post Packages for the places mentioned must not weight in excess of 
22 pounds. 

AUSTRIA—The weight limit applicable to parcel post packages addressed for delivery 
in Austria is increased from 11 pounds to 22 pounds, effective at once. Parcels for Austria 
are subject to transit charges and information concerning the postage charges may be 
obtained at any post office. The regulation restricting parcels to one a week from the 
same sender to the same address, is rescinded. 

MANCHURIA—Information has been received from the Postal Administration of China 
that mail service is suspended to a number of places in Manchuria, including the city and 
entire district of Harbin, a list furnished by the Chinese Postal Administration showing 
the post offices in Manchuria to which mail service is available. Articles for Manchuria 
addressed to post offices not included in the list will not be accepted for mailing.

IMPORT REQUIREMENTS OF U. S. FOOD, DRUG, AND COSMETIC ACT 


To assist foreign manufacturers and shippers of foods, drugs, and cosmetics who 
desire to resume trade with this country, the Food and Drug Administration, Federal 
Security Agency, has just issued a pamphlet explaining United States requirements for 
their admission into this country. The same high standards of purity, safety, and truthful 
labeling are required for domestic products and those admitted from foreign countries. 

In explaining the current need for this guide, Commissioner of Food and Drugs Paul 
B. Dunbar, stated that the Food and Drug Administration believes this publication will 
facilitate international trade in foods, drugs, and cosmetics. Before the war shut off in 
large purt the imports from Europe and the Orient, most foreign manufacturers knew the 
United States requirements and were able to meet them satisfactorily. Many of these 
manufacturers, however, have suffered such severe losses both in physical equipment and 
in experienced employees that their reestablished operations are actually completely new. 

The Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act of 1938, which imposes certain new require- 
ments cn both domestic and foreign products, went into effect just before the outbreak 
of hostilities in Europe. While the industries of the United States have now had many 
years of operation under this statute, foreign industries found when they were again able 
to resume export shipments that they must meet entirely new regulations, dealing with 
sanitary requirements, safety, and informative labeling of foods and drugs, designed to 
give consumers in the United States increased protection. The cosmetics industry had not 
been under any United States Government regulations until the 1938 Act went into effect, 
and many foreign manufacturers of cosmetics for shipment to the United States find 
themselves confronted with unfamiliar requirements, such as the use of coal-tar colors 
that have been tested and certified as safe. 

The new publications, entitled “Import Requirements of the United States Food, Drug, 
and Cosmetic Act” explains the Act and regulations in simple terms, It discusses sanita- 
tion, lists the standards that have been promulgated, and gives some of the reasons for 
refusal of entry of certain products in the past. Emphasis is placed throughout the pam- 
phlet on products most commonly imported into the United States, but no attempt has 
been made to cover all products that have been or may be offered for entry.

ENTRIES OF SUGAR FROM OFFSHORE AREAS THROUGH APRIL, 1947 


The U. S. Department of Agriculture announced that the quantity of sugar entered for 
consumption from all offshore areas during January-April, 1947 amounted to 1,753,059 short 
tons, raw value. For the corresponding period last year the quantity entered totaled 
1.645,306 tons. The figures are subject to change after final outturn weights and polariza- 
tion data for all entries are available. 

A total of 77,504 short tons of sugar, raw value, was marketed by the mainland cane 
area and 319,724 tons by the continental beet area during January-March, 1947, as com- 
pared with 105,607 tons and 263,525 tons, respectively, during the same period of 1946. 
Data for April are not yet available. (short tons, raw value).

prescribed limits. Other cases involve the 
interpretation of our reciprocal trade 
agreements. 

Complicated as classification cases are, 
each one must be separately defended by 
a Government attorney. In preparation 
for trial, he may be required to visit 
American factories, consult with witnesses, 
expert in the particular field in which 
the importation falls, and acquaint him- 
self with the process of manufacture, and 
the origin and source of the article 
which is the subject of litigation. He must 
also analyze the various phases of the 
law applicable to the particular issue. 

The decision of the United States Cus- 
toms Court in matters of classification is 
also subject to review on questions of fact 
and law by the Court of Customs and 
Patent Appeals. It is also incumbent upon 
the attorneys of this office to defend the 
actions of the Appraiser and the Collector 
before the Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals, as well as before the Customs 
Court. The Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals is, as its name indicates, an 
appellate tribunal. It hears arguments in 
support of and in opposition to judg- 
ments of the United States Customs Court 
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which are sought to be reviewed. When- 
ever a docket is scheduled before the 
Court of Customs and Patent Appeals, at- 
torneys from the staff of the Customs 
Division of the Department of Justice 
proceed to Washington for oral argument 
in support of previously prepared briefs 
presenting the Government’s contentions, 
The Court of Customs and Patent Appeals 
is usually the court of last resort. How- 
ever, either party may petition the Su- 
preme Court for a writ of certiorari in 
both reappraisement and _ classification 
eases. Although cases in which writs are 
granted are argued by the Solicitor Gen- 
eral, or his assistants, this office assists in 
the preparation of briefs and is repre- 
ented in court when the case is argued. 

Although every effort is made to sustain 
administrative action in order that there 
may be no depletion of Governmental Rev- 
enues, this office proceeds on the theory 
that the tariff act is a taxing statute and 
must be liberally construed in favor of 
the importer. Consequently, it has always 
been a cardinal precept of this office that 
the Government has not lost a case if a 
fair and proper decision has been ren- 
dered.

man Robert R. Young, America’s capitalistic 
system is threatened by a nation-wide “rail- 
road-banker-lawyer monopoly which is 
stronger than the Government”. The state- 
ment was made in an address before the 
National Federation of Sales Executives at 
Los Angeles. 

The ICC has approved reorganization of 
the Wisconsin Central Railway Co. with 
total capitalization of $46,800,000. This re- 
places present capital of $71,100,000, ex- 
clusive of $20,300,000 accrued interest. Fixed 
interest charges of $1,800,000 yearly will be 
replaced with contingent interest of $980,- 
170. 

Some interesting facts about railroads: 
The cost to the Post Office Department of 
moving one pound of letter mail by rail in 
1946 was 95% cents as against $2.08% by 
air... The life of a wooden cross tie has 
now been extended to 30 years... For 
bituminous coal, the railroads spent $386,- 
464,000 in 1946, a decrease of $9,707,000 since 
1945. However, fuel oil cost $149,033,000, an 
increase of $6,377,000 above 1945. 
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
